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I. G. Farben Report 


American Army authorities in 
Germany have turned up a docu- 
ment that puts a glaring and un- 
comfortabie spotiight on tne part 
American oil companies had in 
preparing Nazi Germany for war. 
News of this document has been 
quite generally suppressed. Al- 
though a story finally broke in The 
New York Times, it was quickly 
squashed elsewhere. 


Before quoting the Times, let us 
give you the background of the 
story. When American oil com- 
panies were first charged by our 
government with aiding the Nazis, 
the American oil officials based 
their defense on the claim that 
they had not aided the Nazis but, 
to the contrary, the United States 
had been greatly benefited by the 
exchange of ideas with the Nazi 
concerns, Although the fact was 
never known in America, this 
brought a crackdown on the Ger- 
man corporations from the Nazi 
Gestapo for such reported sharing 
of chemical-oil secrets with Am- 
erica. The German giant corpora- 
tion, I, G. Farben, prepared a 
report to refute this Gestapo 
charge, and it is this report with 
its inside documentary evidence 
which fell into GI hands. 

Here is a portion of the report 
that presents damning evidence 
against American oil companies, 
much of it as it appeared in The 
New York Times, although, as we 
said, it has been hushed up else- 
where: 

“Since the beginning of the war 
we have been in a position to pro- 
duce a lead tetraethy] solely be- 
cause, a short time before the 
outbreak of the war, the Ameri- 
cans had established plants for us 
ready for production and supplied 
us with all available experience. 
In this manner we did not need to 
perform the difficult work of de- 
velopment because we could start 
production right away on the basis 
of all the experience that the Am- 
ericans had had for years.” 

A license on the process to I. G. 
Farben was granted “at the urgent 
request to Standard Oil to comply 
with our wish,” the report added. 
“We were not entitled by our con- 
tract to this request and later on 
we learned that the War Depart-

ie CAEN, FRANCE, almost everything was destroyed by the war. 

In the midst of this widespread devastation stood a Protestant 
church. The only part of the building which could still be identified

We are 
at last heeding the almost incomprehensible news the scientists have 
been pounding at us: “Put the atomic problem above small-minded, 
selfish, political nationalism or you'll blow the whole world up. If 
the Russians don’t have one like ours now, it is because they are 
working on a bigger one. They have plenty of scientists who can 
do it.” 

Study closely the reports from Moscow for very likely in them 
will be revealed the trends that will carry us into a new day of world 
cooperation—or to our doom. You are going to hear much more about 
world government and federated world states from now on . . . we

A‘ HOME. Labor, industry and government are struggling pain- 

fully over what will no doubt be the first clear idea of post-war 
economic policy. Here are some important facts concerning which the 
general public hears little: 

Believe it or not, the real significance of the struggle lies between 
a monopolistic or some form of social control of our economy. In 
plain words—socialism.

Politics, Not Peace 

Our embroilment in China is also 
a dangerous, unhappy, undemo- 
cratic story. There would be no 
civil war in China if American, 
British and Russian influences were 
not expressing themselves through 
power politics in Chinese affairs. 
The main thing we must be re- 
minded of is that the Communist 
forces of China are much stronger 
than the official Washington pro- 
nouncements would indicate. Every- 
thing is being done to hush up the 
fact that we are supporting Chi- 
ang’s nationalist forces in many 
indirect ways—and some rather 
direct. But it is not official, for 
there are other groups right in 
our Washington government circles 
who are just as eager to support 
the Chinese Communists. Russia 
is openly favoring Chiang so far 
and has made much of their loy- 
alty to the larger Chinese inter- 
ests—yet there are few in diplo- 
matic circles who do not believe 
that Moscow is giving the Chinese 
Communists secret backing. In 
many ways this could prove to be 
the spark of World War III, 


Empires and Opium 


Much war propaganda has been 
built around the practice of the 
Japanese military of promoting 
the opium curse in China and 
other conquered areas in order to 
weaken the subject peoples. But 
the western Christian world has 
never been allowed to know, ex- 
cept as the news leaked out, that 
the British, Dutch and French 
Empire governments in various 
and devious ways sponsored and 
profited by the sale of opium in 
their territories for generations. 
The authoritative Foreign Policy 
Association recently included this 
statement in one of its weekly 
reports: 

“The French Provisional Gov- 
ernment informed the Acting 
Secretary General of the League 
of Nations on July 13, 1945, that 
it ‘confirms the principle of abso- 
lute prohibition of opium smoking 
in all territories in the Far East 
under French authority. This dec- 
laration refers in the first place to 
Indo-China.’

ment in Washington had consented 
only after long deliberation.” 

The improvement of lubricants 
by the extraction of paraffines and 
aspha'ts by means of propane, 
which was “of the utmost impor- 
tance for modern warfare,” also 
resulted from “a contact with an 
American,” the report said, “We 
first rece'ved from America in- 
structions for the industrial ap- 
plication of this process. Besides, 
we were informed of agents for 
lowering solidifying points... . In 
this case that favorable effect of 
the contract with America on 
Germany becomes evident if one 
considers that, while the product 
was deve'oped in Germany, its 
most important use as an agent 

. was first recognized by the 
Americans. 

“Finally it may be mentioned 
that knowledge of certain sub- 
stances that prevent the oxidizing 
of portions of propellants and oils 
as well as the forming of mud 
and pitching of pistons is also of 
American origin,” the report con- 
tinued. 

The Germans were advised “in 
a very liberal manner of the action 
of lubricants in automobile and 
airplane motors” and were thus 
started on the development of syn- 
thetic lubricants for war use so 
that, at the outbreak of the war, 
“we were completely prepared 
from a technical point of view. 
In this way we obtained standards 
not only from our own experience 
but also from those of General 
Motors and other big American 
motor-car manufacturers,” the re- 
port added. 

Standard Oil and the Anglo- 
Netherland Royal Dutch Shell 
group also aided I. G, Farben in 
1934 and 1935 to purchase large 
quantities of mineral-oil products, 
the report said. These products, 
including airplane benzine and 
lubricants, were bought for a mar- 
ket price of $20,000,000 and stored 
as reserve stocks. 

“The Government inquired of 
i. G. Farben whether it would be 
in a position to buy these quanti- 
ties for itself, but actually as 
trustees for the Government on 
account of its friendly relations 
with Standard Oil,” the report 
added. “The fact that we actually 
succeeded after the most difficult 
negotiations in buying these quan- 
tities demanded by the German 
Government from the Standard Oil 
Company and the Royal Dutch 
Shell group and importing them 
into Germany was only because of 
the support of the Standard Oil 
Company.” 


Co-Op News 


The Cooperative Movement in 
England is planning an expansion 
which will extend its activities in- 
to the fields of merchandising, 
newspaper publishing and movie 
and stage productions. One large 
London department store is al- 
ready being run on a cooperative 
basis.

associated, controls and dominates General Motors lock, stock and 
barrel. Monopoly groups believe in a scarce economy—the strict profit 
economy of the past, which includes intervals of widespread unem- 
ployment as a normal part of the pattern. 

The CIO leadership actually is pushing for an absolute full-employ- 
ment consumer economy which considers the profit motive secondary. 
This is beginning to be labelled “economic democracy,”—a phrase you 
will be hearing increasingly in the future. The CIO is doing a power- 
ful job of propagandizing millions of workers along this line right 
now, and has behind it the unescapable trends that are sweeping all 
the rest of the world toward a similar economy. 

We believe, if the truth were known, that the Truman administra- 
tion, like its predecessor, is dedicated to some such final conclusion 
of our economic evolution, but that it wants to see the goal attained 
by an evolution as painless as possible instead of by the cram-it-down- 
their-throats revolution the CIO is bent upon at present. Unless you 
view events with these issues in mind, you miss the main point of our 
present industrial struggle. 


|S pewagyrenn Small business men, in the meantime, are caught by 

the thousands between the millstones of labor demands, often 
projected unfairly and arrogantly, and the entrenched strength and 
piled up profits of the big corporations. And if you think we exag- 
gerate at that point, take a look at this report put out by the Securities 
Exchange Commission. 

On June 30 of this year, official figures show that: 

1, The total current assets of United States corporations were 
$99,300,000,000 as compared with $54,600,000,000 in 1939. 

2. Current liabilities have increased at a far slower rate—$51,000,- 
000,000 now as compared with $30,000,000,000 in 1939. 

3. The net working capital of American corporations has doubled, 
skyrocketing from $24,600,000,000 in 1939 to $48,000,000,000 this 
year. 

4, Cash on hand and in banks has jumped from $10,000,000,000 
to $23,800,000,000 and holdings of government securities have climbed 
from $2,200,000,000 to $22,200,000,000. 

The average little business man has no great reserve to back up 
his rights to a slower and fairer adjustment that gives him a chance 
to reshape his policy and survive. This pressure on little businessmen 
is what gives big business the chance to crack the whip over Congress 
and the White House for anti-labor action. Big business leaders know 
that they now have the sympathy of the average small merchant and 
manufacturer. 


EGISLATION. On the other hand, if this pressure results in the 
passing in Congress of hasty, bitter anti-labor bills, some of which 
have already been proposed, much worse trouble will follow soon, for 
organized labor is also powerful and has many millions of loyal, able 
citizens in its ranks. 
Shortly after the first of the year, strikes will probably break out 
in the steel and railroad industries unless a fixed wage policy can be 
established in the meantime. 


"[T WistEeD REPORTING. And don’t forget that the press and 

radio are almost entirely anti-labor in attitudes and twist their 
news reports in favor of wealth and management about as much as 
the labor press twists it the other way! You can’t keep in touch with 
progress unless you do some thinking on both sides of this important 
issue. 

One way in which you can see how news is twisted is to note that 
the papers and the radio have been playing up labor’s refusal to com- 
ply with the regulations President Truman has offered. Mr. Truman 
suggests cooling off periods and arbitration by impartial boards which 
would be authorized to examine the facts behind each controversy. 
Headlines have been run all over the country about labor’s refusal to 
comply with the President’s plan because these plans threaten their 
right to strike, but little if anything has been reported about the fact 
that industrial leaders have objected just as strenuously because they 
don’t want examinations by outsiders of their books and records to

“Thus, France joins with the 
Netherlands and Great Britain in 
ending an ancient evil which has 
caused friction for a hundred 
years between European powers 
and China. The unequivocal] dec- 
laration by Great Britain in the 
House of Commons, November 10, 
1943, ‘that His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have now decided to adopt 
the policy of total prohibition of 
opium smoking in the British and 
British protected territories in the 
Far East which are now in enemy 
occupation,’ and the Netherlands 
Government’s declaration ‘to take 
all necessary measures for the 
discontinuance of that habit... 
in the whole area of the Nether- 
lands Indies, which measures will 
include the abolition of the Opium 
Monopoly,’ leave only Portuguese 
Macao, Thailand and the territory 
formerly held by Japan outside 
this progressive plan, now that 
France has taken its place with 
the other great powers in this 
matter.” 

Licensed shops for the legal sale 
of opium have been sanctioned by 
the official French government in 
Indo-China until this recent dec- 
laration. The British and Dutch 
have maintained a more subtle, 
veiled system but one which was 
just as vicious until just recently. 
Yet until the Japanese imitated 
the British, Dutch and French, 
little was said about the curse of 
opium in the Far East for fear of 
disturbing the profitable monopoly 
owned by distinguished and so- 
called Christian gentlemen in Lon- 
don, Paris and The Hague. 


_ It Still Goes On 


Anti-Jewish outbreaks have not 
vanished with the destruction of 
Nazism, aS many people fondly 
believe. The thing Hitler stood for 
is deeply-rooted in the hearts of 
many who are citizens of the so- 
called “democratic world.” In Ar- 
gentina, in Egypt, in Poland, Italy, 
France and even Norway, anti- 
Semitism has been manifest in 
violent forms, In many places the 
authorities offer no protection, 

For instance, in Buenos Aires, 
according to The New York Times 
writers, anti-Jewish disturbances 
of considerable gravity took place 
recently, Followers of Peron in- 
vaded the Jewish quarter of the 
city, damaged Jewish property, 
insulted every Jew they saw and 
attacked and beat those who at- 
tempted to protest or defend 
themselves. Although a large num- 
ber of policemen were present, 
they did nothing at first to quell 
the mob and when they did in- 
tervene, they arrested the victims, 
not the aggressors, Later, for no 
apparent reason, the police raided 
a peaceful Jewish social club and 
arrested several of the club’s of- 
ficials and members. 

Official circles tend to believe 
that anti-Semitism is definitely a 
part of the whole Latin American 
fascist movement which is being 
so openly supported by Vatican 
representatives both in Rome and 
Latin America. 








Military Unification 

Here are some of the behind the 
scenes issues in the Army-Navy 
row now over unification of com- 
mand,— issues which are seldom 
clarified for the public mind: 

The Army wants to free itself 
from civilian control, A unified de- 
partment of defense would be a 
strictly military set-up which could 
wield great power upon and 
through congressional groups for 
desired appropriations. 

The Navy shies from unified con- 
trol because the A-bomb develop- 
ment was an Army project, and 
the scientists and Army believe 
the A-bomb has reduced the fleet 
power by 75%. Army A-bomb spe- 
cialists also believe atomic weap™ 
ons will greatly diminish the use- 
fulness of Navy carriers and bat- 
tleships as major modern defense 
powers. Such ideas threaten thou- 
sands of Navy careers. 

Army and Navy leaders are both 
fighting off the day when they will 
both be forced to yield to suprem- 
acy of air power and air leader- 
ship. But the Navy fears unified 
command will hasten rather than 
delay it. 


Country Club Priorities 


When a labor leader gets caught 
in mischief, the news is spread 
across the pages—and deservedly 
so. But here is an instance when 
a famous labor-hater and big shot 
steel industrialist and his pals got 
caught. For the most part it was 
all hushed up as far as press re- 
ports were concerned. 

E. T, Weir of the Weirton Steel 
Company, has been notorious for 
his hatred of labor leaders and his 
fights against every movement 
among workers for better pay and 
better living conditions. This 
company was recently indicted by 
the Federal government for hav- 
ing obtained through fraud critical 
war materials, Federal Judge Wil- 
liam E. Baker imposed a fine of 
$148,215, although the indictment 
carried penalties of nearly $350,000. 

The Weirton Company managed 
to get priorities on $78,000 worth 
of essential materials on the pre- 
text that these materials would be 
used in war production and to air- 
condition a company hospital. Ac- 
tually this hospital didn’t exist. 
The air-conditioning was used to 
make the local country club’s bar 
more comfortable, and the high- 
priority materials were used to 
build an addition to the same club. 
Incidently this club was main- 
tained exclusively for Weirton 
Steel Company officers. 

The Phi'adelphia Record, one of 
the few papers which carried the 
news, was bold enough to say: 
“The fine was more of a farce than 
justice. It was less than 1% per 
cent of Weirton profits last year. 
Even if it were proper to hold 
only the firm to blame, this was a 
slap on the wrist. The responsible 
officials of the firm should have 
been indicted and brought to jus- 
tice. Crimes are committed by 
human beings — not corporations. 
Human beings can be sent to jail. 
Corporations can’t be.”

ascertain profits and ability to pay a given wage! Industry’s protest 
has had more weight than labor’s objection, yet the press has hardly 
mentioned it. So one good motto might be—keep your eyes on both 
sides of these issues and do your thinking in the middle! 


OC ggnnied TODAY. Reports from religious and relief visitors 
in Germany emphasize these significant conditions: 


1. German youth in American and British occupied areas is better 
fed and clothed than in Russian zones. However, the Russians have 
put the German youngsters to work, have opened schools for older 
children and have introduced extensive and intense youth programs 
which have a strong socialistic and communistic flavor. Thus, German 
children are busy, occupied and learning — hence more content,— 
while idleness, cynicism, crime and subversive mob activities are ram- 
pant among the German teen-agers in American and British zones. 


2. United States Army authorities in Germany are very frankly 
preparing to deal with an estimated 100,000 or more illegitimate 
babies next spring, born of unwed German girls and fathered by 
GI’s. The irony of this is that, while in many areas famine conditions 
are such that few legitimate babies born these coming months will 
have a chance to survive, the illegitimate infants born of girls who 
have been associating with the GI’s will have a good chance for life 
because the girls receive food and confections from their soldier 
lovers. A few years hence, this will have considerable influence upon 
some phases of German social life if only the illegitimate children 
survive! 


3. The problem of GI marriages to German girls remains in mid- 
air. While most GI’s utilize what contraceptive aid is available, many 
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Dress Racketeering 


Big time racketeering in wom- 
en’s dresses has been exposed by 
government officials. A _ textile 
black market has boosted the 
price of dresses to almost twice 
their normal price, Government 
reports state that manufacturers 
are paying above-ceiling prices to 
jobbers for clothing materials 
and then are covering this increase 
by a substantial mark-up of the 
price of the finished product. The 
government is now bringing action 
against fifteen prominent dress 
manufacturers and distributors. 

In the more expensive dress 
lines, dresses previously selling for 
$29.95 have been marked up to 
$49.95, although the goods used is 
actually cheaper in quality, and 
labor costs have increased only 
fifteen or twenty per cent, Whole- 
salers and manufacturers have 
increased their profits illegally by 
two hundred and three hundred 
per cent. 


The Medal 


Here is a report from the battle- 
field that few newspapers would 
print. It is a letter written by a 
teen-age soldier to the director of 
religious education of his home 
church, and we are using it by 
permission of the Fellowship of 
Reconciliation in whose publication 
it first appeared: 

You asked about my medal. I 
haven’t told the story of it to any- 
one, and you will see why when you 
hear about it. I am not very proud 
of it and yet there isn’t a thing I 
can do about it now, without re- 
vealing a story that would get my 
new friends into trouble. You may 
tell the story so long as my name 
is never attached to it. It is now 
two a.m, Tomorrow I go off to the 
battlefield, I may never get home 
again and I want someone to know 
that I don’t deserve that medal. I 
didn’t earn it. 

It happened this way. I was 
captured by the Japanese with 
five of my pals. We were marched 
along through the jungle with 
bayonets in our backs. As we 
marched toward the Japanese 
camp I had to see my comrades 
one by one killed, mutilated, torn 
limb from limb. They were men 
with whom I had spent three years 
—not three years of casual] friend- 
ship, either. When you live with 
men night and day, winter and 
summer; when you work with 
them, suffer with them, fight with 
them, you become attached to 
them more closely than you will 
ever become with any other men 
the rest of your lives. As I watched 
them fall I knew that within a 
few minutes I, too, would be killed 
as they had been, But, somehow, 
at that moment my only thought 
was “the sooner the better.” Life 
for me was over. I said the 23rd 
Psalm. (Do you remember the 
time you made me come back to 
church for a whole afternoon to 
learn it because you insisted that 
I earn my Bible?) I said the 


Lord’s Prayer and then I started 
to think things over. A good bit 
of the Yankee spirit stayed with 
me. Die I must, but I determined 
not to let my captor see my fear.

Trembling from head to foot, 
marching in-mud up to my ankles, 
with a bayonet sticking in my 
back, I began to whistle the way 
I used to when I was a small boy 
and had to go through a dark 
street. So I whistled as loud as 
my trembling lips would let me. 
After awhile, to my surprise I 
realized that I was whistling 


“We gather together to ask the 
Lord’s blessing. 
He chastens and hastens His 
will to make known, 
The wicked oppressing, cease 
then from distressing. 
Sing praises to His name, He 
forgets not His own.” 


My thoughts turned back to the 
many times we had sung it in 
Forum. You said one time you 
supposed that no matter where 
we might be the rest of our lives, 
if we ever heard that song we 
would think of Forum and our 
church. Well, as I whistled it over 
and over I did think of the old 
Forum crowd, of our church, and 
of the various individuals in it. I 
realized for the first time how 
much the church had done for me. 
It had molded my character and 
given me the stuff to be able to 
take what the Army gave me and 
take it knowing that I was not 
alone, that God was with me, I 
thought how the church stood for 
eternal life. At any moment now, 
I, too would be dying. That sharp 
point in my back would start me 
on my journey to eternity. But 
now I was no longer afraid, 

Suddenly, from my reverie I be- 
came aware that someone had 
joined me in my whistling. No, it 
couldn’t be, but it was—my Jap- 
anese captor! He, too, was whis- 
tling the hymn. Soon we both broke 
into words, he in Japanese, I in 
English. “The wicked oppressing, 
cease then from distressing... . 
He forgets not His own.” One af- 
ter another were the hymns we 
whistled and sang as we marched 
through the jungle mud, with me 
in front and my captor in the 
rear, now with his gun in my back. 
Gradually the power of the hymns 
made me relax, and must have had 
the same effect on him, for soon I 
felt his gun fall into place. And 
still later he caught up with me 
and we sang, he in Japanese, and 
I in English, 

I wondered if his thoughts were 
as mingled as mine. Here we were 
marching along, lifting our hearts 
in unison in Christian praise to a 
Christian God of peace, and yet I 
was being led to the slaughter- 
house by him, I was interrupted 
in my thinking by his words in 
perfect English: “I never cease to 
wonder at the magnificence of 
Christian hymns.” Startled by his 
English, I jumped and we both 
laughed. Soon we were talking. 
I asked where he had learned to 
speak English and he replied that 
he had gone to Christian mission 
schools. “Not Glory Kindergar- 
ten?” I asked. ‘“‘Why, I started in 
Glory Kindergarten,” he replied. 
“How do you know it?” Then I

of the German girls encourage conception with the hope of obtaining 
more food and comfort for themselves and their families, and with 
the additional prospect of a possible escape from the horrors of Euro- 
pean chaos via an American marriage. As thousands of parents have 
gathered from GI mail, the German girls are universally cleaner, more 
attractive and affectionate by nature than the French, Italian and Eng- 
lish girls with whom the GI’s were formerly associated. 


Army “social-control” plans have thus been reduced to almost 
total failure. Many GI’s, prevented from marriage by Army bans, 
have married their German sweethearts through the offices of the 
German church authorities. However, the United States officials as 
yet have not recognized such marriages. In the meantime, venereal 
disease rates climb, illegitimate babies multiply and the whole thing 
is suppressed in the American press and on the radio as much as pos- 
sible in order to minimize the repercussions on the gals at home! 


EARL HARBOR. Out of all the muck, slander and political fire- 

works associated with the Pearl Harbor investigation, here is what 
you would hear from responsible, impartial Christian laymen who 
hold important positions in Washington: ° 


Rumors are still in circulation concerning secret papers which 
Roosevelt’s friends are accused of having destroyed or hidden. How- 
ever, these reports are not accepted by fair and trustworthy authori- 
ties. All of Roosevelt's papers are still intact and are either in the 
National Archives Building or in the Hyde Park Roosevelt Library. 
They are open to Congressional investigators—under some restrictions. 


Both the Army and Navy are guilty of suppressing their respective 
sides of the story and of restraining incriminating testimony. That 
Roosevelt also tried to keep the full story from breaking over his 
head for fear of political repercussions is also evident. 


Navy-Army rivalries and jealousies figured heavily in the debacle; 
political interference, blundering and procrastination by Roosevelt, 
Hull and the State Department also clearly played a large part. 


But if a court martial or impeachment trial were held with a living 
Roosevelt, he would be cleared of all the implied charges of “deliber- 
ate plotting,” to bring us into the war, as is still being charged by 
some factions of the anti-Roosevelt press. He, with all the Army and 
Navy and State Department heads involved, would be shown respon- 
sible for mixing politics with national defense, playing favorites in 
personal appointments, following pet theories over against expert 
council and for grossly procrastinating in the face of obvious and 
gtave dangers. 


Rumors are also flying as to what will happen if Tyler Kent, former 
American Embassy attache, gets a chance to talk. Kent recently ar- 
rived in this country after imprisonment by the British for illegally 
possessing photographic copies of Churchill-Roosevelt pre-war secret 
correspondence. 


Again impartial opinion is that Kent could only reveal that Roose- 
velt and Churchill had exchanged data on American-British war prep- 
arations and had reviewed possible points of danger each nation faced 
as war should spread. There was no “plotting with Churchill,” but 
there was a definite trend toward an American commitment to stick 
by England no matter what developed. That could hardly be called 
“plotting” when the whole pressure of our official propaganda and 
the big business press in this country followed that viewpoint almost 
entirely. 


(=e WAVE. In nearly all large American cities the post-war 

crime wave has begun to appear. But here is something indica- 
tive of the future atmospheres that may one day hover over our big 
cities. The police authorities are convinced that, due to war’s lessons 
in violence, crime will not be committed in the future at the point of 
a single revolver but with machine guns and guerrilla or commando 
tactics that will make old fashioned police methods also out of date. 
Then police squads will have to cruise in armored radio cars armed 
with machine guns, tommy guns and machine pistols. “Mob Crime” 
is the new term in police vocabulary.

told him how in Sunday school we 
had studied about the Congrega- 
tional schools and churches, We 
had raised money for Glory Kin- 
dergarten and had sent over gifts 
for them, I spoke of the gift of 
the picture we sent and the letters 
we had back from the teachers. 
He remembered the picture and 
added that when the picture was 
presented he had helped to fix the 
flowers for the beauty corner 
where the picture was placed. 

Then followed a _ conversation 
that is impossible to relate—one 
that few men have ever had with 
one another, when surface things 
are swept away and the soul 
stands out on top, We talked of 
war and how the Japanese Chris- 
tians hate it; of Christianity and 
its power in the world; of what 
it would mean if people would 
ever really dare to live it; of the 
incomparable value of the mission- 
aries; of Kagawa; of our Own 
ideals—for our homes, our jobs, 
and our future families. And final- 
ly, at his suggestion, we knelt in 
the mud and prayed for suffering 
humanity around the world; for 
“His peace that passeth all un- 
derstanding” and for peace again 
on earth with good will toward 
men. 

When we arose he asked if I 
would take him back as a prisoner 
to the American headquarters. He 
said that this was the only way 
he could live up to his Christianity 
and thus help Japan to become a 
Christian nation and on the way 
back he found in various foxholes 
other Japanese Christians and 
they, too, joined me as we walked 
toward the American headquar- 
ters. I shall never forget the hope 
and joy that came into their eyes 
as my Japanese friend unfolded 
to them, one by one, as he met 
them, how we found each other 
and why and where they were be- 
ing taken. All the way back we 
talked of the Christian religion. 
You know, after being born into 
Christianity, I had taken its teach- 
ings for granted. I never shall 
again, I know now—from these 
Japanese friends—what Christ can 
mean to an individual or a nation 
that has lived under a _ hideous 
system of heathen gods. I know 
that it means the difference be- 
tween Japanese atrocities and my 
new Japanese friends with their 
high Christian ideals, 

We sang in English all the great 
universal hymns of the ages— 
Faith of Our Fathers; A Mighty 
Fortress Is Our God; Lead on, 
O King Eternal; The Church’s 
One Foundation; Spirit of God 
Descend Upon My Heart. 

When we neared camp, by mu- 
tual agreement, they put on poker 
faces and somber looks and I, gun 
in hand, marched them into camp. 
After the war is over they will 
spend their lives keeping alive 
and spread.ng an ever growing 
Christian community in Japan. 

So, you see, I don’t deserve a 
medal for the most wonderful ex- 
perience of my life. You surely 
see now why I don’t want to talk 
about my medal.
